TEST THE FOUNTAINS. 


SUOCESSFUL DRESS REHEARSAL OF 
THE ELEOTRIO WONDERS. — 


For an Hour the Colors of the Rainbow 
Are Thrown Upon Columns of Water 
and Ingenious Devices Producing Many 
Beautiful and Decidedly Novel Effect 
Difficulties That Have Attended the 
Work of Preparation and Disadvantages 
of the Present. 

All yesterday afternoon the big Worthing- 
ton pumps were sending water through the 


electric fountains and the word got about the 


grounds that there was to be a dress rehearsal 
at night. The prospect attracted many vis- 
itors, and those who were patient enough to 
wait until after 9 o’clock were repaid, In 
the meantime they had a chance to listen to 
good music from the south band stand.

WORLD’S FAIR WEATHER YESTERDAY

Lake Breezes Check a Rapidly Rising Tem- 
| Peratare—Sunshine for 11 Hours. 

The following records of the weather condi- 
tions at the World's Fair yesterday are de- 
rived from the automatic instruments in opera- 
tion at the Weather Bureau exhibit: | 

The minimum temperature of 68° ocedrred at 
4:30 a. m., and was 5° lower than the day before. 
The rise of temperature was rapid during the 
forenoen, with a strong probability of a high 
maximum. A shift of the wind, however, from 


west to southwest checked the rapidly increas- 


ing temperature, which reached a maximum of 
only 81,5’ at3 p.m. A second shift of the wind 
to the s@utheast about this time brought in cool 
lake bmpezes, causing the temperature to fall 
rapidly to 73° at 4 p. m. The temperature was 
72 at 8 a. m., and 79° at noon. Con- 
tinnous sunshine prevailed from 5:80 a. m. to 
4:10 p. m., followed by general cloudiness the 
rost of the day. The barometer foll slightly after 
11 K. m., with winds averaging six miles an hour, 
and no rainfall during the day. 


COULDN'T SEE TO MAKE A DIAGNOSIS. 


Patients Turned Away from the Fair Hos- 
pital Because Lights Go Out,

Hospital last night had to be turned away be- 
cause thé electric light had given out and the 
physicians could not see to diagnose the cases.

„% Tonight, said Supt. Spencer of the 
General Electric company, who has charge of 
the electric fountains, to a reporter for Tux 
Turnen yesterday, was the first time that 
the electric fountains were easily and satis- 
factorily operated.”’ 

„What has been the matter with them?“ 

The water supply has not been sufficient 
and the water connections have not been of 
the right character. The contract with the 
Worthington pump manufacturers was made 
before the fountains were projected, and in or- 
jer to make their supply - sufficient several 
changes. had to be made in the piping, 
valves, and connections, In the first 
place, it was necessary to connect the 
pipes in such a way that two of the pumps 
could supply the electric fountains alone, with- 
out sending water to the MacMonnies fountain. 
leaving that for the third pump. Then it be- 
came necessary to construct a number of 
quick-acting valves, by means of which the 
play of the water in the fountains could be 
varied at will. Then that made it necessary 
to construct other valves by which, when the 
water was suddenly shut off from the foun- 
tains, it would be diverted to the basin and 
not form a water-hammer in the pipes and 
pumps. Finally it was necessary to reduce 
the size of the nozzles in the electric fountains 
about one half. These changes were com- 
pleted last week, but wedid not dare to use 
the valves freely all at once. We had to feel 
our way along and last night was the first 
time we did so. The water behaved itself 
splendidly, as the electric current has always 
done; and hereafter I think the fountains will 
be operated every night in a perfectly suc- 
cessful manner.” 

Better than Other Fountains. 

„How do these fountains compare with the 
Yerkes fountain at Lincoln Park and the elec- 
tric fountains at the Paris Exposition? 

„They are superior to any of them. Our 
largest nozzle was originally 2 inches in diam- 
eter, and has been reducéd to a diameter of 
1%¢ inches, which does not reduce the area 
quite one-half, and the other nozzles have 
been proportionally reduced in size. But the 
jets are still much larger than the jets of these 
other fountains. We expected originally that 
the central jet would rise 125 feet, and it 
rises only 95 feet, but that is higher than the 
contral jet of these other fountains.” 

How about the electric lights?” 

% They are much the strongest and finest. 
The-Yerkes current is 40 amperes, the Paris 
current 60 amperes, and ours is 90 amperes. 
But the energy of the current is as the squares 
of the amperes, giving 1,600 for Yerkes, 
3.600 for Paris, and 8,100 for us. So you 
see our fountains, so far as the engineering is 
concerned, are in fine shape. They are, how- 


ever, terribly handicayped in one way. The 
brilliant illumination of the grounds kills the 


effect. The reason the Yerkes fountain looks 
so gorgeous is that it rises out of the gloom 
of the darkened park. Our fountains are also 
at a great disadvantage in respect of location. 
They should never have been put below the 
level of the walk. We have to pump the water 
fifteen feet up into the air before it even be- 
comes visible. This of course has the effect 
of dwarfing the display. If they had even 
been elevated a foot above the Columbian 
fountain it would have been a great advan- 
tage, for then the overflow of the electric 
fountains would have been amply sufficient 
for the cascade of the Columbian fountain, 
which would be a great saving.“ 2

Some Naval Officers Think the Accident 
Was Due te Teo Close Maneuvering. 
Wasuinetron, D. C., June 23.—[Special.]— 
No marine disaster since the Samoan hurri- 
cane has created a greater sensation in naval 
circles than the awful tidings received this 
morning about the sinking of the British bat- 
tleship Victoria. The news was received 
shortly after the department opened and 
quickly spread throughout na val circies. Ex- 
pressions of profound regret were heard on al! 

A number of officers on duty here were 
well acquainted with the Admiral and other 
officers of the ill-fated vessel, and all natural- 
ly are much distressed over their untimely 
death.

The Lost Vessel Carried Two 110-Ton Guns 
Previous Serious Disaster te It. 

The Victoria was a twin screw ‘battleship 
of 10,470 tons and 14,000 horse-power, 340 
feet long and 70 feet beam. It mounted fif- 
teen guns. The Oamperdown is alsa a flrst- 
class twin screw battleship of 10,600 tons 
and 11,500 horse-power and carries ten guns.

The Victoria wasa single turret stp carry- 
ing two 110-ton guns, mounted in 4 forward 
turret, coated with 18 inches of compoun 
armor, one 10-inch 29-ton gun firing aft and 
a broadside auxiliary armanent of 12 6-inch 
5-ton guns. Ot artillery of a smaller nature 
it carried 21 quick-firing and 8 machine 
guns. It had one lofty militaty mast of steel 
carrying gun platforms, Its maximum speed 
was 16.5 knots. It could stow 1,200 tons of 
coal in its bunkers and its radius of action at 
10 knots’ speed with its full complement of 
coal was estimated at 7,000 knots. Its 
armored belt and bulkheads consisted of eom- 
pound armor from 16 to 18 inchesin thick- 
ness. The Vict6ria was built at Newcastle, 
being completed in 1890. Its Bull cost

The Eastern Mediterranean has proved a 
most unfortunate cruising ground for the Vic- 
toria, for it was in this part of the sea it met 
its serious aceent January, 1892. At 
that time the Victoria ran aground off the 
Greek coast near Platea and was only floated 
off after an immense amount of labor and at 
heavy expense. It was said this accident was

| DEATH OF TRYON A HEAVY LOSS. 


The Vice-Admiral Was One of the Most 
Experienced British Naval Officers. 
Sir George Tryon, Vice-Admiral, was one 
of the best known of British ha val officers. 
He was aman of vast experienée, his service 
beginning in the days before steam was a 
prominent feature in naval architecture and 
running through all the various phases of de- 
velopment that were marked by the substitu- 
tion of steam for sail power, of ivon for 
wooden hulls, of steel for iron. of turnets for 
broadsides, and of armor for thin sheathing. 


He had earned the highest hondrs within the 


gift of the British Nation. His name first ap- 
pears on the naval list away back in the days 
of the Crimean war, where he served in the 
naval pry, me before Sebastopol durimg the 
winter of 1858.54, and in the trenches, where 
he was wounded. He was present at all of 
the operations before Sebastopol and at the 
capture of Kinburn. He received medals for 
distinction and was specially mentioned in 
dispatches for services as Director of Trans- 
rts during the Abyssinian war of 1868. 
o was private secretary to the First Lord of 
the Admiralty from 1871 to 1874, received 
various orders of knighthood, received the 
approval of the goverument for the manner 
in which he discharged his duties on the coast 
of Tunis and in the Commission of Inquiry in 
1881. He became actmg Permanent Secre- 
tary to the Admiraity in 1882 and Permanent 
Secretary in the following year. In 1884 he 
became Commander-in-Chief on the Austra- 
lian Station, and after a brief attempt ata 
Parliamentary career was made Admirai Su- 
perintendent of Naval Reserves in 1889, He 
commanded one of the opposing fleets in the 
naval maneuvers in 1888.89 and was made 
Vice-Admiral and Commander-in-Chief' of the 
Mediterranean forces Aug. 20, 1891.

BIG TELESCOPE IN MANUFACTURES. 
Minus the Lens it I¢ to Be Set Up in the 
Great Building. 

The Yerkes telescope, minus the great lens, 
which is to be erected at Lake Geneya, Wis., 
by the University of Chicago, will be put up at 
the north end of Manufactures Building within 
two weeks. The iron base on which it is to 
rést is now being put in place, and had it not 
been for an accident by which one of the sec- 
tions was broken the telescope would now be 
in place. A Cleveland firm of iron founders 
had the contract for furnishing the mounting 
and tube for the telescope, and the entire work 
had been completed and put together ready to 
receive the 40-ineh lens from Alvan Clark & 
Sons. The base was taken down and shipped 
to the Exposition in safety, but in hauling the 
heavy iron sections from the car one of the 
wheels of the wagon Hroke through the floor, 
and the section was upset and broken into a 
dozen pieces, beyond the hope of possible re- 
pair. A member of the firm which construct- 
od the base was in the city and he took meas- 
urements for a new Casting the day of the 
break, but it is an operation requiring consid- 
erable time, and it will probably be another 
week before it is in readiness for shipment. 
When the new piece is received the base will 
be completed at once, and jon its completion 
the tube will be shipped from Cleveland. 

The Yerkes telescope will exceed in size 
and 2 power any telescope ever made. 
The famous Lick telescope on Mount Hamil- 
ton has an objective lens 36 inches in diame- 
ter; also the work of Alvan Clark & Sons. The 
Clarks had a pair of 40-inch lenses and 
Charles T. Yerkes offered to purchase the tel- 
escope for the new University of Chicago and 


to pay all the expenses of mounting and build- 


ing an observatory, at a probable cost of 
$750,000, though the cost was not limited. 
The offer was accepted and the order for the 
telescope was placed. Lake Geneva was se- 
lected, because of the purity of air, as the lo- 
cation for the e The telescope 
will have a total length of 70 feet from eye- 

iece to objective glass and the axis will be 

5 feet above the floor, The tube is to be of 
steel and the apparatus for the handling of 
the telescope will be of the latest order, 
worked by electricity and clockwork, and will 
have hydraulic rams for raising and lowering 
the platform. All this will be shown, but the 
object glasses will not be in place. Another 
two years of work will be required to get the 
lenses polished, but to all appearances the 
telescope will be complete and ready for as- 
tronomical work, :

Trust company lawyer, and Ronald S. Mc- 
Donald, whom he declared to be the trust 
company’s agent, had helped him to get a 
loan of $100,000 on the Grand View Hotel

The hotel, Cooper declares, is worth 8500, 
000. He put up the stock as collateral and 
received, he says, a check for $100,000, 
which he kept, and one for $25,000, which, 
he declared, he was compelled to in- 
dorse and return to McDonald. _ AI- 
though he was to pay 6 per cent 
interest on the loan, Cooper declares the 
$25,000 check was really a usurious bonus, 
which the trust company extorted from him.

BIG TUMBLE INRATES. 
IT 18 PREDIOTED FOR THE WESTERN 


President Hill’s Lively Slashing for the 
Great Northern to Be Met Vigorously 
by the Northern Pacific, Backed by the 
Rockefeller Million How the Titanic 
Struggle for Supremacy Is to Be Carried 
On=—New Railway Lines Building in 
Texas Other Traffic Affairs. | 

It becomes more certain every day that be- 

fore another week has passed Western pas- 

senger rates will take a great tumble. The 

‘war inaugurated a few days ago by the 

Great Northern promises to be one of the 

most stubborn and disastrous ever fought by 

Western roads and will involve every line east 

and west of the Missouri River. 

The Northern Pacific has come to the con- 
clusion that President Hill of the Great North- 
ern means to place it hors de combat and it is 
girding on its armor for a desperate fight. 
The Northern Pacific would be at a disadvan- 
age if it kept the war confined to the terri- 
tory between St. Paul and the Pacific coast 
and it therefore proposes to carry the war 
into the territory of the Wester Passenger As- 
sociation by selling through tickets at the cut 
rates from Chicago to the Pacific coast and 
vice versa. The first step in this direction 
will be the formal amalgamation of the Wis- 
consin Central with the Northern Pacific. The 
former, it is understood, will at once give the 
required notice of withdrawal from the West- 
ern Passenger and Freight Association ahd 
then quote through tariffs between Chicago 
and the Pacific coast instead of making St. 
Paul the dividing line, as heretofore, The

CEREMONIES OF CHAPEL DEDICATION. 


Auburn Park M. E. Church to Open a New 
House of Worship. 

The Auburn Park M. E. Church will dedi- 
cate its new $17,000 chapel Sunday next 
with appropriate ceremonies. This body has 
accomplished wonders.in strengthening its 
membership and securing a place of worship 
adequate to its needs. It was organized less 
than four years ago by the Rev. E. E. McKay. 
commencing in a hall corner of Seventy-ninth 
street and Sherman avenue with seven mem- 
bers and ten Sunday-schiool scholars. One or 
two locations were secured as the church con- 
tinued to grow and prosper, and finally a lot, 
now valued at 312,000, was secured on the 
corner of Seventy-fifth street and Harvard 
avenue. Meanwhile a temporary tabernacle 
was built in seven days, and in this structure 
worship has continued and the congregation 
has grown, 

The church, of which this chapel is but a 
part, is planned to be one of the finest 
churches in Chicago, the trustees. believing 
that the tributary territory, some three- 
fourths of a mile each*way, is and will be set- 
tled by home-seeking, church-going people, 
who willappreciate first-dlass church privileges, 
Plans have been made for a structure that will 
seat 1,500 people, with Sunday-school and 
class rooms all on the main floor. 

The chapel proper is of brick, with a hand- 
some stone front, on Sevwenty-fifth street. It 
will seat about 500, and jis intended finally to 
be used as a Sunday-school room, with class- 
rooins and all modern cdnveniences, but is 80 
arranged that all can be thrown into one room, 
and so will for the present answer for church 
services. When its construction was com- 
menced there was hardly a membership of 
200, while today it has gver 300 members on 
its rolls. 

The total valuation of he church propert 
is $29,000, on which there is an indebted- 
ness of $10,000. The pastor of the church 
is the Rev. E. E. MekKay, and the trustees, R.

| opening the Fair Sunday for 25 cents in 


order to ascertain whether it is true, as is al- 
leged by the Aldermen and many others, that 
there are thousands who can go to the Fair on 
Sunday only, and who want to go on that day, 
but cannot do so beeause the price is beyond 
their means. If there are such persons they 
will go on the 25-cent Sunday, and the in- 
creased attendance will testify to their exist- 
ence. If there are not they will not go, and 
the directors will not experiment any further 
in that direction. 

The Times believes there are Chicagoans 
who are kept out of the Fair because they can- 
not afford to pay 50 cents to see it, although 
taxed indirectly to aid it. It says: 

Every producer is a taxpayer. Taxes for the 
support of the Columbian Exposition fall upon 
every producer in Chicago. All are entitled to 
the benefit of the tax imposed uponthem. The 
Columbian Exposition is commended particularly 
and properly as a great educator. It is desirable 
that its educational influence should be widely 
extended. Many produdérs in Chicago labor for 
$1.50 aday. Upon an income of $9 a week they 
support a family. Many of them reside a great 
distance from Jackson Park. If they are to reap 
the educational benefit of the Fair they must 
see its exhibits with their own eyes. They do 
not care to go without their families, and in the 
poorer households the number of children is 
greatest. If they go at all it must be upon a day 
when they cannot earn $1.50. To reach the 
grounds they must pay double car fare, first to 
the center of the city, thence by another route to 
the grounds. This toll must be made. If there 
are fourin the party 80 cents is lost upon car 
fare alone. It is wise and proper that opportun- 
ity should be afforded for easy access to the Fair, 
since these persons’ own money is, to the extent 
of which they are taxpayers, in the very show 
which they find t to visit. 

That there are persons whose incomes are 
as low as the sum stated by the Times no one 
will deny. That it is asking a great deal of 
them to require them to pay 50 cents must be 
admitted. Of course whoever goes to the 
Fair gets more for his half dollar than he can 
anywhere else, but what has that to do with 
the case if the person has not the half dollar? 
The only question is whether there are a great 
many persons who wish to go and would if 
the fee were 25 cents, but who cannot go 
when it is twice that. If there be such per- 
sons the Fair might as well have their quar- 


ters. | 
The only way to find out is to try the ex- 
periment of a people's day Sunday and 
see how many go. What is the objection to 
making the trial? A paper which seems to 
think that poor people who cannot spare 50 


cents have no rights worth considering says 


“the public is not interested in having a 
people's day with reduced prices of admis- 
sion. How does it know, and what objection 
has it in having its assertion put to the test? 
That same paper was an advocate of the Sun- 
day opening of the Fair and was sur- 
prised and disappointed at the com- 
parative smallness of the attendance, 
which was so much below what it 
expected. Cannot it see that there would 
have been greater crowds on the first day of 
the week if those for whose special accommo- 
dation it was opened had not been kept out 
by a fee which was prohibitory for them? 
Furthermore, the public. is interested.“ 
It has spoken through the corpoxate authori- 
ties. The latter, although representing peo- 
ple who voted to give five millions to the 
Fair, have asked for no favors for the public 
except this one of a people's day. Under 


the circumstances directors should not refuse 


this reasonable request. They should make 
the first Sunday in July a 25-cent day and de- 
cide from the attendance whether there shall 
be more of them. 


“THE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK.” 

In his article in the June number of the 
North American Review the Hon. W. Bourke 
Cockran ably states the effect of the Sherman 
act in depreciating silver by heaping up an 
alarming visible supply ef the bullion. He 
says the advocates of free silver are dissatis- 
fied with it. They foresaw that under its 
operation a time would come when the public 
revenues would. be substantially paid in gov- 
ernment paper, and hoped that the Treasury, 
thus deprived of any supply of gold, would be 
forced to coin the silver bullion in its vaults 
and use it to redeem obligations. This expec- 
tation has been defeated by the determination 
of the administration to maintain the gold 
standard at all hazards. With the country on 
a gold basis the Sherman law will ultimately 
have no more active opponent than the pro- 
ducer of silver. 

The act isa distinct violation of all econom- 
ic laws, and like all legislation of that char- 
acter its results have been most disastrous to 
those whose interests it was expected to sub- 
serve, Instead of. maintaining the price of 
silver the effect has been to depreciate it. In 
1878 silver was demonetized by Germany 
and the United States and its coinage was 
suspended in France, yet in the next two years 
the price of silver fell only 534 cents per 
ounce. In the two years following the passage 
of the Sherman law in 1890 the price of silver 
fell about 17 cents per ounce. Ag the produc- 
tion of silver throughout the world in 1892 
was about equal to that of 1891, the latter 
rapid shrinkage in value cannot be ascribed 
to increased production. The depreciation 
“has been caused by the policy of the govern- 
ment, and it has proceeded according to per- 
fectly well settled economic laws.“ 

Every ounce of silver stored in the Treas- 
ury increases the visible supply of the com- 
modity, and by increasing the visible supply 
necessarily depreciates the price, for as the 
amount increases the commercial world be- 
comes more convinced that sooner or later 
the government must throw it on the market. 
It is fair to assume that with each further ad- 
dition t6 the stock the price will diminish with 
increased rapidity. Hence the provision 
which forces the government to buy the 
product is of no substantial benefit to the 
producer. If the Sherman law had not 
been passed the silver owner could 
have deposited his metal in any ware- 
house in any city, and on the warehouse cer- 
tificate could have borrowed 90 per cent of 
its face value in any bank in the world. But 
90 per cent of the value in 1889 was equal to

rest. The supply would have been scattered 
in various parts of the world, instead of being 
concentrated in one spot, “a partentous 
cloud hanging over the market, disturbing 
confidence, and depreciating values,” It is 
amazing that the mine owner has mot long 
ane opened his eres to this aspest of the 


question. 

Sooner or later he will recognize the fact, 
and then join in a movement to repeal the 
law. Perhaps not yet. It may be the price 
of his product will have to sink to 60 or even 
50 cents per ounce before the decline con- 
v nces him that he is the principal sufferer by 
the operation. And when the law id wiped 
from the statute book the government will be 
the possessor of a vast quantity of silver 
against which it will have issued notes to an 
amount far exceeding the value of the bullion. 
Mr. Cockran is a believer in bimetallism, but 
on a practicable basis, and cannot see that 
there is any good foundation for the Bland 
theory that the coinage of silver by the United 
States would restore the two metals to a par- 
ity on the 16 tol ratio. He says thatas the 
depreciation of silver did not resujt from 
its demonetization by any one country, but 
from a general movement to a gold standard 


throughout the world, it is unlikely that its , 


restoration to coinage by one nation would 
be sufficient to counteract the effect of its de- 
monetization by several nations.“ His pres- 
entation of the case would have been still 
more cogent had he recognized the fact that 
a large part of the depreciation complained of 
is due toa diminished cost of production. 
But with this omission the article is a power- 
ful one, and especially significant, as the writer 
is well known to be an exponent of Tammany 
doctrines and one of those who labor te carry 
out Tammany policies. 


WESTERN LINES ARE WAVERING. 

The managers of the Western railroads are 
staggering on the subject of rates of tramspor- 
tation to and from the World’s Fair. They 
have resolved and reresolved to maintain 
rates, but the indications are they will have to 
yield all the same, and that they know it. The 
determination, patterned after that of the 
Pacific railway kings. to make the traffic pay 
all it will bear is Hard to keep up in thie face 
of strong popular indignation which bodes no 
good if allowed to grow into a much blacker 
cloud than now, and of the increasing certain- 
ty that high rates would mean a comparative- 
ly light business for the next four months, as 
it has during the last two. They find they are 
on the wrong side of the fence, and at least 
some of their number are studying how to 
jump over it with the best grace possible, 

The difficulty is that a very few of the West- 
ern roads are trying to hold the rest back. 
Their managers are working in the interest of 
Eastern men who are understood to be inimi- 
¢al to the Fair and unwilling to do anything 
that would increase the patronage of an ex- 
hibit which will redound to the glory of Chi- 
engo as compared with a certain place on the 
Atlantic seaboard. For several weeks the 
restless ones have been held in check by them, 
but the indications are they cannot be held 
back much longer. Two or three days more 
may be sufficiént to show a bad break in 
the ranks, and then there will be a rush to 
follow the leaders in the popular movement, 
the only unpleasant feature of which lies in 
the fact it has been delayed too long. 

„Better late than never is true, provided 
it be not too late. The roads have lost naarly 
one-third of the time during which they have 
been invited to bring the masses tothe Fair 
and carry them back. Practically the first 
part of the story about the Sibylline books is 
repeated—one-third. of the number were 
burned and the original price demanded for 
the remainder. It would not be worth the 
while of the railroad men to repeat the second 
half of the story. It is not yet too late ta get 
on the other side of the fence, but it hardly 
would be safe to let the third month of the 
Fair begin without a radical change of base. 
If there were then no signs of yielding many 
thousands of those who would come to the Fair 
on satisfactory rates for transportation will 
make other arrangements for the heated term 
and might not be induced to change them 
though the railroads should back down. Their 
patronage would then be lost to the lines, to 
the Fair, and to Chicago. It would be too late. 

This line of reasoning is forcing itself upon 
the minds of some of the managers. They 
are coming to the conclusion if must be now 
or never, and prefer it shall be nw.“ 
They do not want to be left out in the cold, 
and are growing restless under the domina- 
tion of the few who are disposed to set at de- 
fiance the popular wish and let the masses 
stay at home instead of coming to the Fair. 
The anxious ones cannot afford to take the 
back track orto longer delay arrangements 
which ought to have been made weeks ago. 
Already they have lost much business which 
cannot be recovered, They should not let 
another week pass without announcing their 
determination to do what is right and proper, 
whatever others may do or think. They need 
entertain no doubt of the course being prac- 
tically approved by the great public or that 
their heroism in cutting loose from dictation 
will not be remembered and appreciated in 
the future, when the settlement of vexed tirans- 
portation questions comes before the Legis- 
latures for consideration and settlement, 


THE FOREIGN EXHIBITERS COMING BACK 

Wednesday last the Commissionets of 
Germany, Brazil, Austria, Japan, Norway, 
Portugal, Russia, Spain, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, and Turkey decided to return their ex- 
hibits for awards. England previously had 
done the same and South America never has 
withdrawn. This leaves only Franc and 
Denmark which refuse to bow the knee to 
John Boyd Thacher. Mr. Thacher has been 
forced to make some concessions and now 
consoles himself with the declaration 
that he has been making a fight for 
American exhibiters against foreigh ex- 
hibiters. It is altogether probable, however, 
that had it not been for their reluctance 
to take a step which might have inflicted ir- 
reparuble injury to the Fair, the American 
exhibiters themselves would have been the 
first to withdraw their exhibits. That they 
condemned the Thacher system of awards is 
well known, and they still condemn it; The 
sneers of Mr. Thacher at the foreign ex- 
hibiters show him to be a man of small 
caliber and petty resentments. The foreign- 
ers have made a magnificent showing and at 
great cost. They have conducted themselves 
like gentlemen all through this long con- 
troversy, and even now, when they realize 
that justice has not been meted out 
ts them, that John Boyd Thacher’s 
medals and certificates are of no more ac. 
count tothem than their weight in bronze 
and vella@m, and that they are not awarded for 
com petitive exellence, they Have restoreil their 
exhibits rather than injure the Fair, and there- 
by have shown their good will to this country. 
But it may be asserted gafely that in no future 
exhibition in which the Thacher system pre- 
vails or with which John Boyd Thacher has 
any official connection will they ‘send their ex- 
hibits. They have submitted to conditions 
which are unsatisfactory and untried father 
than impair the history of the Exposition, 
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and that his assumptions are not indoréed by 
Americans. To make the history of the Fair 
complete and harmonious France and Den- 
mark should be offered every reasonable in- 
ducement to return. 


THE ENGLISH NAVAL DISASTER. 
Another terrible calamity has befallen the 
English navy. The flagship Victoria of the 
Mediterranean squadron, commanded by Vice- 
Admiral Sir George Tryon, K. C, B., while 


maneuvering in broad daylight off Tripoli, 


was run into by the British battleship Cam- 
perdown, under command of Capt. Charles 


Johnstone. The Victoria had an immense 


hole made in its side, through which the wa- 
ter poured, and in fifteen minutes it sank in 
eighteen feet of water. 80 quickly, indeed, 
did it go down that those ou board had not 
time to cast loose all the small boats, and 
hundreds of lives were lost, including the 
Vice-Admiral himself and numerous officers. 
The disaster evidently was due to the care- 
lessness of officers or crew of one or the other 
vessel, The Vietoria was a steel turret ship, 
launched in 1887, with steel side armor eight- 
een inches in thickness, and carried two 111- 
ton guns, one twenty-nine-ton gun, and twelve 
five-ton guns. Its horse-power was 12,000, 
tonnage 10,400, and spe¢d seventeen knots 
per hour. The Camperdown, which sank the 
Victoria, is a steel barbette ship, carrying 
four sixty-six-ton guns and six five-ton guns. 
Ite horse-power is 11,500, tonnage 10,000, 
and speed seventeen knots, 

For several years the British navy has been 
most unfortunate. Many ships have proved 
unsea worthy, have been run aground, or have 
met with other accidents. It is not long 
since the Howe, one of the line ships, 
stranded through bad seamanship, which has 
since led to the retirement of several officers. 
When Admiral Fairfax, a high old Tory, was 
retired after he had been whitewashed by a 
court-martial, which, however, had to censure 
him mildly, there was an outery against Earl 


Spencer, the present First Lord of the Ad- 


miralty. The “old gang in the navy sighed 
for the return of Lord George Hamilton, 
under whose six years of Tory administration 
“the old gang had a “high old time,” and 
ran things entirely their own way. The sink- 
ing of the Victoria only proves that others as 
well as Admiral Fairfax ought to have been 
retired. The complaints about the inefficiency 
of the navy in the radical journals, started 
several years ago by Mr. Stead, when he was 
editor of the Pall Mali Gazette, seem to have 
been well founded. 


TAKE TIME TO SEE THE FAIR. 

UOne might imagine that when one of the 
members of the medical staff of the Expo- 
sition said 

No one ought to undertake the task of doing 
the Fair in one day. It can’t be done, and the 
effort is sure to result injuriougly, even if the 
person is not stricken or prostrated while on the 


grounds— 
He was giving some quite uncalled for and 


superfiuous advice. Yet there are a great 
many people in this country, who have not 
visited the Exposition, who, in spite of all 
that has been printed about its magnitude, 
have an idea that they can see all that is 
worth seeing in two or three days, if not in 
one. After people come they change their 
minds with great rapidity. They ought to 
understand before they do dome that while 
they can see in one or two days more than 
they ever saw in theif lives before they 
will have barely skimmed the surface of the 
Fair during that time, even though they run 
their legs off and rush from building to build- 
ing, as American tourists abroad sometimes 
do. 

Because there is so much to see, and be- 
cause sightseeing becomes a toil and a burden 
when not done in a leisurély way, visitors 
ought to make arrangements to stay in the 
city as long as possible. To enable them to do 
so the railroads should sell excursion tickets 
good for more than the ten days suggested by 
the officers of some of the Eastern roads. 
Where people live within a short distance of 
Chicago, and can come here often for a small 
sum, it does not matter much if the tickets 
are good for only three days; but for persons 
coming from the other side of the Alleghanies 
ten days are not enough. Those visitors may 
come, but be able to come but once, Of the 
ten days it is proposed to give them nearly 
three would be spent on the dars. That would 
leave them only a week, whidh is not enough. 
They ought to have two at their disposal, for 
while they will spend most of their time at 
the Fair they will want to use a little of it in 
seeing the city. 

If those railroad officers who are talking of 
ten day tickets kindly will come here and look 
at the Fair for themselves it will not take them 
long to see that they are mistaken and that 
they must give more time to those people 
who can come but once, as will be the case 
with a great number. They must have an 
opportunity to see the Exposition slowly, de- 
liberately, and studiously. They are not com- 
ing to a county fair. They are to visit some- 
thing fhe like of which they never will see 
again, and the memory of which will abide 
with them during their lives: They must not 
be forced to rush through the Exposition as if 
death on a pale horse were pursuing them, at 
the risk of exhaustion and) sunstroke. The 
railroads, which will not lose a cent by doing 
so, must give them time. 


PURELY A QUESTION OF CONSCIENCE. 

The Commissioners appointed by the last 
Methodist General Conference to take charge 
of the exhibit of that church at the Exposition 
have decided that, in obedience to the rules, 
they will allow those exhibits .to remain, but 
that they must not be uncovered Sundays. 
The directors should certainly respect their 
wishes. They would be false to their own 
principles were they to do otherwise. They 
fought for an open Fair so that those who 
thought it right to go should not be coerced 
by those who did not think it right. It never 
would do for those who want their own ex- 
hibits uncovered Sundays to compel others 
who do not wish to do so to imitate their ex- 
ample. 

A few days ago a few persons, disappointed 
and irritated, hinted at a Methodist boycott of 
the Exposition. Tus Tripune said that such 
a thing was impossible, The language used 
by the Commissioners, some ministers and 
some laymen, shows the correctness of that 
assertion. They say: 

We shall do nothing in the spirit of resentment. 
We are Christians, and, while we own to serious 
disappointment, we have no sympathy with what 
is known as the “ boycott.” We do not dictate to 
our people what they shall do or not do with ref- 
erence to the Fair. Whether they shall patronize 
it by attendance on week days or whether they 
shall absent ee rR from it entirely is for 
themselves to decide. Of course, Christians will 
not attend it on the Sabbath. 

The propriety of attendance on week days 
is left to be passed on by the individual mem- 
bers of the church, If one of them can see no 
harm in going to the Exposition Saturday, 
though it is to be open on the following Sun- 
day, there is no reason why he should not go. 
If another feels that it would be wicked for 
him to go under such circumstances no one 
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who did mowed keep away. 
MULTITUDES AT THE F 


er number than any previously 
cept for the opening day and German day. 
Yet there was no special attraction till after 
nightfall. Before 8 o’clock the number ex- 
ceeded 100,000, and the attendance for the 
same time yesterday appeared to be fully as 
large. So the average attendance at the Paris 
Exposition already is surpassed at Chicago, 
though we barely have reached the time when 
visitors were expected to crowd the gates, 
and we may look confidently for a big in- 
crease from this forward to well along in the 
six months during which the Fair is open. 
Chauncey Depew is reported as saying 


„more people will visit the World’s Fair at 


Chicago this year than ever visited any one 
place in the world before in a like period.” 
He says the attendance now exceeds by a 


large percentage that at the Paris Exposition, 


though that had a city of more than 2,000,- 
000 people to draw upon, and London, with 
5,000,000 people, only eight hours away. 
The Fair is now drawing péople who live in a 
radius of twelve hours of travel, as ig shown 
by the enormous business that is being done 
by the roads which enter Chicago. Mr. De- 
pew also says it is not true that prices are ex- 
tortionate. If a man wants first-class things 
he must pay first-class prices in Chicago, just 
the same as in New York, but satisfactory an- 
commodations can be obtained as reagonably 
in the Western as in the Eastern city. He 
thinks it will take till about the middle of 
July to get a knowledge of the true facts cir- 
culated through the country, and “ then 
the crowds will go.“ Mr. Depew might 
have added truthfully that the dif- 
ficulty of impressing the true facts on the 
minds of. the people would not be nearly so 
great if it were not for the persistent misrep- 
resentation indulged in for months past by 
newspapers published in his city. But he is 
not to be blamed for that. | 
Gen. Horace Porter, also a resident of New 
York, is quoted as saying after a visit to the 
Fair this week: Every person in the land 
possessed of liberal public spirit, or actuated 
simply by curiosity, ought to see the World's 
Columbian Exposition. I think before the 
Fair is over every one who can possibly pro- 
cure the means will visit the Phantom City 
of the Fair—phantom-like in its color; phan- 
tom-like in the suddenness with which it has 
appeared before the eyes of man.“ | 
The railroads east of this city are preparing 
for a royal increase of attendance at the Fair. 
They will bring the people here in crowds. 
The remark by Gen. Porter, that everybody 
who cafi procure the means will come, will 
apply to a greater or smaller number of 
visitors from further west, according as the 
railroads of that section follow or do not fol- 
low the liberal example set by their Eastern 
brethren. Doubtless the attendance of the 
next four months will be immense, but at- 
tractive rates of transportation will aid power- 
fully to swell the list of visitors to the Fair. 


CLEAN UP THE FAIR GROUNDS. 
Miss. Ada C, Sweet has made an excellent 
and practical suggestion to the World’s Fair 
officials in the matter of cleanliness at Jack- 
son Park, and it should be acted upon at 
once. She calls their attention to the need of 


with them in bags, paper boxes, and other 
convenient receptacles. When they have fin- 
ished eating at noon they have no place to 
put the débris of their lunches and the paper 
bags and boxes, and are compelled to leave 
them. where they have eaten. The result of 
this is that the avenues, walks, grass plats, 
and approaches to and steps of the buildings 
are littered up with paper and filth. Undoubt- 
edly those who bring their lunches are clean 
people, but they are absolutely helpless in the 
premises because no place is provided for the 
leavings. It would be both easy and compar- 
atively inexpensive to place baskets, as Miss 
Sweet suggests, near all the buildings and 
among the trees, and to post notices calling 
the attention of visitors to them. In all prob- 
ability no further measures would be neces- 
sary to secure cleanliness, If the rules were 
not regarded the Columbian Guards éasily 
could enforce them, as lunches are notal- 
lowed in the buildings, and are eaten in plain 
sight of every one on the grounds. The ave- 
nues and premises of the buildings at the 
park are so beautiful that-no unnecessary dis- 
figuring of them should be allowed, and in 
this case the disfiguring easily can be stopped. 
Then why not stop it? It is not the fault of 
the people; the neglect of the officials to pro- 
vide receptacles for this refuse is accountable 
for the litter. Let us have the baskets, and 
let this blotch on the beauty of the grounds 
be wiped out. 


Tun grand jury now in session has found out 
that the Chicago River has become a public 
nuisance and places the health of the people 
in jeopardy.“ Therefore it has appointed a 
committee to investigate the causé of the 
pollution and see whether there is any means 
by which the amount can be reduced. The 
members of the committee know already, or 
will not be long in learning, that the bad sta te 
of the river is due to the large quantity of 
sewage emptied into it, only part of which is 
removed by being thrown into the canal by 
the Bridgeport pumps. They can find out 
also without difficulty that the amount of 
river pollution can be lessened by increasing 
the amount of sewage sent down the Des- 
plaines and the Illinois, and they will be told. 
if they do not know, that a law has been 
passed to cut a channel to Joliet, through 
which the diluted sewage will flow off, and 
the river be pure. Having those facts in 
their possession they should turn to the 
trustees elected to carry out that law and find 
out why they have done nothing to lessen the 
pollution and the consequent danger of sick- 
ness. They should ask them why they did not 
at once proceed to deepen and widen the canal 
between here and Summit so that a vastly in- 
creased quantity of sewage could be thrown 
into the Desplaines and all danger from the 
pollution be removed. Had the present trustees 
begun that work a year and a half ago, when. 
they went into office, the river would not be 
in the state itis now. If the grand juty is 
going to censure any one it we oa amet 
the trustees.

WILL THOROUGHLY 3 LABRADOR 


Departure of a Geological Survey Party 
on an Interesting Mission. 

Queszc, Ont., June 28.—-Two members of 

the Geological Survey of Canada have left 


Quebec on one of the longest, most import- 


ant, and most perilous exploratory surveys 
ever undertaken into what is now generally 
supposed to be the wild, uninhabitable terri- 
toty in the far north of Eastern Canada, 
known as the Labrador Peninsular. The ex- 
pedition will be absent from civilization near- 
ly two years, and before its return to Quebeo 
hopes to have solved the enigmas, both of the 
Great Lake Mistassini and of the cataract of 
the Hamilton River, concerning which such 
fabulous tales have been told.

Folly of the Bacteriological Alarmists, Who 
Have Utterly Failed to Comprehend the 
True Causes of “Asiatic” Cholera 
Filth Directly Exposed to the Sun a 
Prime Cause—Cholera Is Distinctly Mi- 
asmatic and Americans Have but Little 

_ Gause for Fear~The Case of Hamburg. 
Cm, June 23.—[Editor of The Trib- 

une. Dr. Ernest Hart’s statement to the 

Chicago Medical Society in regard to bacteria 

in the water in use in Jackson Park has an 


‘objectionable flavor of British and bacterio- 


logical omniscience. Whether the statement 
is true or not in its literal terms, it is a state- 
ment that ought not to have Seen made 
first, because no proof of its truth, or that its 
literal truth (from the dangerous character of 
the bacteria found) is of any importance, is 


given; and, second, because these bacterio- | 


logical deliverances, even if true and im- 
portant, do more harm than good by mislead- 
ing the press and searing the public. 
Bacteriology to date is one part observation 
and nine parts imagination, guesses in the dark, 
and opinionated ignorance. It is the favorite 
hobby of health officers, sanitarians, and spe- 
cialists, whose knowledge of the vast medical 
field is merely nominal. If Europe and Amer- 
ica suffer this summer a general epidemic of 
choleraic troubles, the bacteriologists will 
kill ten times as many as the bacteria. Their 
pretended proof from finding bacteria of a 
certain sort that a choleraic case is true 
„ Asiatic cholera’ is one of the most ig- 
norant and criminal mistakes medicine has 
ever made. The severest cases we can have 
give no reason for crying Asiatie and 
getting panic fear at work. It is no more Asi- 


| atic than our malaria is Roman fever. 


And whether Asiatic or not in severity in 
certain cases there is not the faintest possi- 
ble reason for assuming that an Asiatic 
bacillus has arrived to make our cholera Asi- 
atic. All this is pure ignorance. It is in a 
very minor sense that the bacillus is a cause 
of cholera anywhere, because it is such a 
small dose of the poison which the victims 
get otherwise in enormous doses. 

Cholera Is Miasmatic, « 

Dr. Hart espouses the extreme bacteriolog- 
ical theory of Koch, contrary to all the best 
knowledge of climatic and -infective diseases. 


No one can deny that the poisons of piague, 
yellow-fever, typhus, and cholera may be 
taken in water, often with the worst effect, 


but it is still more undeniable that their con- 


centrated pestilential virus is miasmatic, car- 
ried by the air, and not in theform of bacteria. 

The true Asiatic cholera has for its cause the 
Asiatic miasm loading the air of the places 
in India where it is endemie,“ or made on 
the spot, and borne on the air to other places 
where it is mg The accompanying 
microbe is nei cause nor sign of the ex- 
treme character of the d The proper 
discrimination and the cause of. Asiatic chol- 
era are pointed at in the following my — 
Surgeon-General Maclean’s len 

Tropical Climates, page 225: 

I speak, of course, of cholera Asiatica, not — 
those milder affections which, having a ce 
resemblance to the grave and destructive 13 
with which we are concerned here, are to be 
found almost R occurring sporadically, 
but not with the wide-s energy of a dis- 
ease capable of destro roving. ts thousands in a few 
days out of an army of moderate size. The soil of 
the populous parts of India where this disease is 
chiefly Ern has for ages been saturated and 
sodden with fecal impurities. For ages the 
habits of the le have remai the same, and 
those habits in the matter of the disposal of 
human excreta ih the vicinity o eir 
dwellings have been such as to b about a 
condition of soil and water such as those only 
who have made this unsavory subject a matter of 
inquiry and observation can fully understand. If

as cholera, if not cholera itself in propria pe

Special Filth the Cause of Disease. 


Whatever the known or unknown conditions 
may be which promote cholera, the sweeping 
cause which makes it a resistless scourge is 
the pestilential exhalation of volatile poison 
from fecal and other filth; not simply as filth, 
but after fermentation and ripening. The 
simple filth theory, so glibly insisted on 
by shallow sanitary omnisctence, is utter fool. 
ishness and ignorance. It is when a special 
filth has become thoroughly ripened rot, shut 
up in the soil or in close packages of foul 
stuff, that the exhalation of miasm becomes a 
danger. And to bring it out in pestilential 
intensity requires e 4. to intense heat. 
Dr. Maclean says: holera certainly as a 
rule assumes . intensity after heavy 
rain, followed by intensely hot weather.“ The 
continuance of rain prevents and the recur- 
rence of rain checks the exhalations. From 
Bryden’s study of the subject Dr. Maclean 
takes this statement of the course of thin ings 
in India: Under the drying influeace of t 
sun in the hot and dry months of February, 
March, April, and May the materies of cholera 
is extracted from the soil and prevails in the

Not only these facts but many others prove 
absoluely that the drinking water, though it 
may play no small part, is not the chief agent 
of dissemination of cholera poison. It is only 
when other conditions than those of the drink- 
ing water come into play that an extreme out- 
break takes place, except in very special cases 
where the water has become specifically con- 
taminated. The case of Hamburg last sum- 
mer is notably in point. Last February a 
Hamburg gentleman stopping in Chicago 
made this statement of the Hamburg situa- 
tion: “Hamburg is full of canals which 
empty into the River Elbe, and these canals 
receive the outflow of sewers from many 
eae They are asa rule very dirty. Dur- 

an intensely hot spell last year the canals 
iried up and the city was filled with noxious 
pices from the filthy channels.“ 
Direct Exhalations Dangerous. 


The conditions here, added to whatever 
8 of the water supply there was, 
were the ned sewer filth uncovered by the 
drought mn the intensely hot sun raising 
pestilential exhalations from it. The differ- 


ence between pure water and contaminated 


water for enabling the system to resist poison 
is considerable, but whatever ite water Ham- 
burg will have homemade or endemic cholera 
whenever the ripened sewer filth of the canals 
which form so many of its back streets lies 
exposed to intense heat of the sun long 
h to load the air with the inevitable 
tilential ee The Koch delusion 

s carried so far there that even for watering 
the streets filtered water is used, 
open waterways—" a great num ber of narrow 
canals, which generally form what may be 
called the bac — bordered by ware- 
houses, cellars, and the lower class dwell- 
ing- houses 2 Britannica )— 
remain, and probably not a little of last year’s 
poison may be lurk ing in close places 
and shut up clothing. It is a poison which 
clings especially to garments fouled by the 
sweat of the unclean, and not ripens the 
virus more effectually than the close shutti 
up in — or boxes of such contamina 
olothi The persons of the wee ng exhale a 
kind poison not only with their breath but 
by the pores of the y. There is in fact 
here a law of the animal system vastly more 
important than any theory of bacteria in wa- 
ter, but space forbids my entering upon it 
now. Chicagoair and Chicago water would 
be more than safe if the pumps could keep 
the river relatively clean. 

The whole subject is one on which the press 
and public need to be educated by a full con- 
sideration of a wide range of infective and 
climatic diseases. Science is divided against 
itself in the matter, and just now popular 
opinion has come under the sway of a school 
the least qualified to instruct and advise.
